HENRY MOORE. Born Castleford, Yorkshire, July 30th, 1898. 
First exhibited in London in 1928. Has held exhibitions at the 
Leicester Galleries in April 1931, November 1933, October 1936. 
February 1940 and October 1946. 


Important retrospective exhibitions: Temple Newsam House, Leeds, 
1941; Museum of Modern Art, New York, 1946; Art Institute, 
Chicago, 1947: San Francisco, 1947; State Galleries of Australia, 
1947-1948; Venice Biennale, 1948 (Awarded the International Sculp- 
ture Prize); Manchester and Wakefield City Art Galleries, 1949; 
Brussels, 1949; Paris (Musée de |’Art Moderne) 1949; Amsterdam, 
Berne, Hamburg and Dusseldorf, 1950; Athens, 1951; Tate Gallery 
(opening in May, 1951).

Henry Moore was an official War Artist 1940-1942, a Trustee of 
the Tate Gallery 1941-1948, since when he has been a Member of 
the Royal Fine Art Commission. In 1945 he was created Hon.D. 
Litt. at the University of Leeds, and 1948 an Honorary A.R.I.B.A. 
He was re-appointed a Trustee of the Tate Gallery in 1949.
